Even our own are in on 
the mililary witch-hunt 



I believe one major item was missing 
in your article on the progress of pro- 
tection for gays and lesbians in the 
military ["Losing the War," April 15). 
It's the "What's in it for me?" theory. 
Those who are perpetuating the witch- 
hunts couldn't care less if a soldier is 
gay or lesbian. However, if these same 
bottom feeders feel they may benefit 
from outing a service member, they 
most certainly will do so.

While it's important to know the sad 
state of "don't ask, don't tell," I think 
it is equally important to keep in 
mind that it is not only the straight 
system that's out to get you. Too 
often it's your own people who do 
the most grievous harm— and not 
just those in the military. 

I had a friend who was doing well 
in the military when an ex-lover de- 
cided to exact revenge for being jilted. 
He outed my friend to his conmiand- 
ing officers, demanding that he be in- 
vestigated and discharged. Most of 



the highest-ranking retired military of- 
ficer to testify at the 1993 House and 
Senate hearings on gays in the mili- 
tary. He was a highly decorated gay 
man and officer who flew helicopters 
into enemy territory in Vietnam at 
night (with no lights) to rescue a 
group of trapped GIs. 

Cropsey's legacy is Cropsey Place, 
an apartment building in Kansas 
City, Mo., built for people with AIDS. 
It is ironic that at the dedication of 
Cropsey Place, local veterans groups 
did a drill in uniform and played the 
national anthem and taps to honor 
this openly gay colonel.

Where are the men? 
How ironic that 1, the 
first female editor in 
chief in the 30-year 
history of The Advo- 
cate, ask this question. After all, 
when this magazine first fought its 
way into existence, it had no les- 
bian writers, editors, or, most prob- 
ably, readers. And yet even back 
then the men being corralled into 
police paddy wagons outside the 
Stonewall Irm bar looked a lot like 
women. They were, after all, drag 
queens. 1 wonder if there is a con- 
nection between the female energy 
that cried out for visibility 30 years 
ago and the preponderance of gay 
women in the entertainment indus- 
try today who are refusing to keep 
quiet about their sexuality. 

This trend in show business 
began here in the pages of The Ad- 
vocate five years ago when k.d. lang 
could no longer pretend interview- 
ers weren't talking to her when they 
asked about lesbians. Others, in- 
cluding Melissa Etheridge, Amanda 
Bearse, Chastity Bono, Janis Ian, 
Muffin Spencer-Devlin, Jenny Shi- 
mizu, and, of course, Martina Navra- 
tilova, also led the parade. 

So where are the men? As TV 
actor Mitchell Anderson told The 
Advocate last September, "I kept 
waiting for a big male star to come 
out. No one did. So I did." How 
strange. Once only gay men 
were visible — and their use 
for lesbians was minimal. 
Having been a songwriter 
in the disco era, I can attest 
to this. 1 had a hit song at 
Studio One and Studio ^ 
54, and friends kept 
telling me to go 
"watch the boys 
dance." On more than 
one occasion I tried, 
only to be turned 
away because I was 





wearing the wrong shoes— code for 
"no girls." One night I brought my 
gold record as proof, and an amused 
young man finally waved me in. I 
watched in amazement as hun- 
dreds of men went through their rit- 
uals in the dark, a secret world 
where women weren't welcome. 

Then came AIDS, and the party 
was over. Male stars who would 
have gone from the closet to their 
graves were outed by the disease. 
Perhaps this is where ignorance 
and history have stalled coming-out 
for gay men. In a male-dominated 
society, females are considered 
"less." If the misinformation is that 
a gay man is more female, then he 
is less. AIDS plays into this perfect- 
ly. A gay man with AIDS is seen as 
weak, frail, less. With such rampant 
ignorance, why come out at all— to 
be seen as less and dying? 

The flip side to this misinforma- 
tion is that lesbians, typically con- 
sidered more like men, are gaining 
influence and acquiring power. 
Other lesbians support them. Gay 
men are allowing them to run their 
domains— me at The Advocate, 
Sarah Pettit at Out, Elizabeth Birch 
at the Human Rights Campaign, 
etc. Straight women can be sup- 
portive ("Go, sister!" isn't uncom- 
mon), and straight men are notori- 
ously interested in lesbian 
sexuality. 

Maybe this is why it's been boys 
on the side and women as the main 
course at recent coming-out ban- 
quets. But one of the great things 
about being at the helm of The 
Advocate is that I work in ad- 
vance, so I know what the fu- 
ture's about to serve up. And it's 
men. Soon we'll showcase

Pour years after Stonewall, a se- 
ries of terrorist acts around the 
nation jolted a gay community 
beginning to find its way. Two gay 
bars in San Francisco went up in 
flames; another bar near Boston was 
ripped apart by a bomb. But the 
tragedy of the year occurred when a 
gay club in New Orleans was fire- 




bombed, killing 32 people. The Advo- 
cate noted that television reports 
"struggled visibly to reconcile natural 
human shock and dismay with the 
dislike of homosexuals so deeply in- 
grained in American society." 

Nightspots were not the only tar- 
gets. Two fires of suspicious origin in 
January and April destroyed the 
"mother church" of the Metropolitan 
Community Church in Los Angeles. 
And on July 27 the gay church's San 
Francisco building was also gutted in 
a three-alarm blaze described by fire- 
fighters as "definitely" arson. 

MCC founder Troy Perry gave a 
press conference in the rubble of his 
bumed-out church, issuing a grim but 
defiant call for support. His bold stand 
against hate eventually won out: 
Today, MCC counts 42,000 members 
in 300 congregations in 19 countries, a 
flock watched over from the church's 
$3.8-million global headquarters in 
West Hollywood, Calif.

What happens to your

ABC is fine with gay content in its 
programming, but the network is 
turning away lesbian advertisers 




When ABC executives refused to sell an ad to the lesbian-owned Olivia 
Cruises and Resorts for the April 30 coming-out episode of Ellen, they 
seemed to create a double standard. Judging from their actions, it's fine to 
acknowledge a lesbian TV character but not OK to depict real ones who 
take vacations. In its response to Olivia's advertising proposal, the net- 
work wrote that "discussion about same sex lifestyles is more appropriate in progiEun- 
ming." Even after Olivia president Judy Dlugacz offered to change the commercial's con- 
tent, which included two women embracing on the deck of a luxury liner, ABC officials 
told her there was nothing she could do to change their minds. "I'm tongue-tied as to 
how they could make the differentiation between programming and advertising," Dlu- 
gacz said. 

Looking for answers is the Gay and Lesbian Alliance Against Defamation and others 
who are demanding that the network explain its policies regarding gay advertising. "On 
its face it's a blatantly discriminatory statement," said David Smith, communications di- 
rector for the Human Rights Campaign. And he should know. The Olivia verdict came on 
the heels of ABC's rejection of an HRC ad about workplace discrimination. "It shows ^ 
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they consider anything with gay issues 'polit- 
ical' and 'controversial,' " Smith added. 

Discriminatory or not, it's perfectly legal for 
stations to deny any advertiser time on the 
network, according to media buyers. In this 
case it's been speculated that ABC is anxious 
about backlash. Chrysler, General Motors, 
and Johnson & Johnson all declined to spon- 
sor the Ellen coming-out episode. And the 
Rev. Jerry Falwell pressured other advertis- 
ers to pull out too. 

But HRC and Olivia were determined not 
to be thwarted by the network's decision, 
taking ads to ABC's local affiliates. For the 
price of one national spot, HRC bought air- 
time in 33 local markets— about a third of the 
country. The downside: Sixty -five affiliates 
agreed to air the commercial, but the gay 
group couldn't afford to oblige them all. 

So why were the local stations more re- 
sponsive? "We believe in the airwaves for 
people to express their views," said the gen- 
eral manager of KOAT-TV in Albuquerque, 
N.M., Mary Lyim Roper, who gave an initial 
thumbs-up to the ad. "I don't want to be Lit- 
tle Miss Censor." Like most stations KOAT 
reserves the right to reject any commercial 
upon viewing it but didn't expect any prob- 
lems. Predictably Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco accepted the ad, but New York was 
among the 11 cities that turned it down, 
again for "controversial issue advertising." 

Although Dlugacz is also approaching ABC 
affiliates, she is committed to reversing the 
network's rejection of the original ad. In mid 
April Dlugacz plarmed to film her commercial 
and offer execs at ABC a choice of endings. 
In the hope of softening the network's hard- 
line stance, the two women on the cruise will 
kiss, embrace, or simply shake hands. "The 
best thing I could do is show [ABC] the com- 
mercial," Dlugacz said. "What could they 
possibly be afraid of?"

I ow does someone decide to 
pull $225,000 out of her 
I own pocket to support gay 
rights? One evening in February 
Jessica Stevens was having din- 
ner in a Washington, D.C., restau- 
rant with Elizabeth Birch, execu- 
tive director of the gay lobbying 
group the Human 
Rights Cam- 
paign. Stevens 
was mulling 
over Birch's re- 
quest that she 
bankroll a nation 
al ad about antigay job discrimi- 
nation to run during the coming- 
out episode of ABC's Ellen show 
April 30. "I got up at the table 
with a glass of wine and said, 
'I'm going to do it,' " Stevens re- 
calls. "It's gotten really exciting 
since then." 

Stevens will now contribute for 
a television ad, scheduled to nm 
on 33 of the 65 ABC affiliate sta- 
tions that accepted the spot since 
the network itself turned down 
the ad as too controversial. But 
Stevens insists that she is not 
angry at ABC. "They are brave in 
moving forward with this [Ellen] 
episode," she said. Stevens was 
able to make the contribution be- 
cause of the success of her high- 
tech firm, Telegen, which is 
based in Redwood City, Calif. The 




company, which produces a 
range of computer products, went 
public in November. 

Although Stevens, 39, has al- 
ways been open about being a 
lesbian, the HRC contribution was 
"kind of my coming- 
out party. The joke 
at the office is, 
'If people didn't 
know you were 
gay before, they 
know now.' " 
Stevens sees her donation 
as part of a giving philosophy that 
covers "causes I think are right," 
from food banks to child abuse. 
And, she promises, she will con- 
tinue her efforts; "You'll be hear- 
ing from me more as I get in- 
volved in additional issues."

I he Boy Scouts of America look as if they'll soon have to explain their 
antigay policies to the Conamission on Human Rights in Washington, 
D.C. In a March 28 letter a district agency found "sufficient documenta- 
tion" to show that the Scouts broke a district human rights act when it or- 
dered two gay Eagle Scouts to sever ties with the organization. The ruling is 
a step before a commission hearing. In separate instances the scouts, Roland 
Pool and Michael Geller, both informed the organization in 1992 that they 
were gay, prompting the organization to fire off letters ousting them. Both 
Pool, 36, and Geller, 34, say they want to work with the Scouts, not punish 
them. "Our intention," said Geller, "is to persuade this organization whose 
laws we value and support to also uphold them, even if it means reconsider- 
ing their policies on gays."

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When Allen Ginsberg died 
April 5 in New York City 
at age 70 — following a 
stroke and just a few 
days after he was diagnosed with 
liver cancer — he was widely recog- 
nized as the most influential poet 
of his generation. Yet the beat poet 
was also one of the key figures in 
gay liberation. At a time when 
homosexuality was spoken of in 
hushed tones, if at all, Ginsberg 
loudly proclaimed his gayness in 
his poetry. For his frankness in 
"Howl," published in 1956, Gins- 
berg was slapped with obscenity 
charges, which were dismissed 
after a federal trial. 

Ginsberg was just as open in his 
life as in his poetry, coupled with 
Peter Orlovsky for at least 30 years. 
Mockingly describing himself as "a 



bearded American fairy dope 
poet, " Ginsberg was involved in 
gay causes for decades, even being 
thrown out of Cuba for complain- 
ing about that country's treatment 
of gays. His outspokenness could 
also spark controversy among 
gays, as when he protested the 
exclusion of the North American 
Man-Boy Love Association — a 
group that advocates abolition of 
age-of-consent laws — from the 
Stonewall 25 march in New York 
City in 1994. "He was a pioneer of 
opermess and a lifelong model of 
candor, " said writer William S. 
Bunoughs, a friend of Ginsberg's 
for 50 years. "He stood for freedom 
of expression and for coming out 
of all the closets long before others 
did. He has influence because he 
said what he believed." 



Harassing host? 

It's not exactly the kind of behavior 
one would expect from a darling of 
conservatism: ass grabbing, exhibi- 
tionism, forced kissing, declarations of 
love. But those acts are what former 
talk-show host Armstrong Williams has 
been accused of doing over two years 
by a man who was fired as a producer 
on Williams's radio show. "This suit is 
simply about the pain and suffering of 
sexual harassment," Stephen Gregory 
told a group of reporters April 10 in 
front of the District of Coliunbia superi- 
or court building, where his lawsuit 
was filed. Gregory described what 
happened to him as "embarrassing 
and humiliating," and he said he want- 
ed a jury trial to award justice, which 
his attomey — gay rights lawyer Mickey 
Wheatley— said would cost $200,000. 
In a statement Williams called the law- 
suit a quest for cash and said Gregory 
was fired for cause. 




Chalk one up for transsexual visibili- 
ty at the White House. When Jew- 
elia Margueritta Cameroon learned 
in March that she was part of a 49- 
member team at the Occupational Safe- 
ty and Health Administration to receive 
a Hammer award from "Vice President 
Al Gore's National Performance Review 
Board for improving government effi- 
ciency, she composed an unusual 
thank-you letter to the vice president. 
"Your prestigious award is particularly 
important to me because it affirms that 
I, a transgendered (transsexual) wom- 
an, am regarded by you as a valuable 
person," wrote Cameroon, who was 
known as Richard Green while earning 
honors at OSHA. Although Cameroon 
wanted to meet with Gore personally, 
White House staff begged off, reasoning 
that her gender activism was inelevant 
to her job performance. But the OSHA 
staffer is stOl thrilled. "It is important," 
she wrote, "for others to see we are ca- 
pable persons who can make valuable 
contributions."

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When the San Francisco 49ers became the first professional 

sports team to offer domestic-partner benefits to gay employees on 
April 7, the armouncement's timing raised suspicion that the new policy 

was motivated by more than a new law. In 
June all businesses that contract with the 
city of San Francisco will be required to 
offer such benefits. The NFL team, how- 
ever, may have been rushing to please 
gays, who make up 20% of San Francisco's 
voter turnout. The 49ers propose to build a 
$525-million stadium and entertainment 
retail mall to replace the cunent stadium, 
but the plan needs voter approval of a bond 
issue. While the team's president. Carmen 
Policy, admits that the armouncement 
appears to be strategically timed, just 
weeks before the June 3 election, he added, 
"We would have done this anyway but 
probably in not so public a way. " 

CyberShop, an on-line department store, announced March 27 
that it would team up with onQ, a gay and lesbian site accessible 
through America Online, to target gay and lesbian consumers. A 
version of CyberShop "that caters to the lifestyle needs of the onQ 
community" will feature such upscale products as silk bed linens and 
fine crystal. So why develop a special site for gays and lesbians to 
market mainstream products? "The demographics of the gay commu- 
nity are very attractive to advertisers," says Daniel PUmer, Internet 
analyst with Hambrecht & Quist, an investment banking firm. "It's a 
very targeted audience that represents a high level of income in a 
broad age base. " Expect more businesses to come to your favorite gay 
site. Says Rimer: "Clearly the gay and lesbian community is a commu- 
nity that is visible, definable, and, therefore, serviceable." 

Pharmacia &l}ipjohn is being praised by AIDS activists for its 

pricing of a new AIDS drug, scheduled to be in pharmacies in May. 
The Food and Drug Administration on 
April 4 approved delavirdine, one of a 
new class of normucleoside reverse tran- 
scriptase inhibitors. While it's not as pow- 
erful as a protease inhibitor, delavirdine — which will be marketed as 
Rescriptor — can be used with other ADDS drugs to help reduce levels of 
HIV. The drug wiU cost about $2,250 wholesale annually per patient. 
The San Francisco-based Golden Gate chapter of ACT UP thinks that's 
very reasonable for an AIDS drug. In a news release ACT UP applaud- 
ed the manufacturer: "Pharmacia & Upjohn chose not to follow the 
industry practice of making an obscene profit at the expense of people 
with AIDS." However, Treatment Action Group, a national activist 
organization, expressed concerns about the drug's swift approval from 
the FDA and its lack of proven effectiveness.

In the wee homs of April 2 after an 
overflow crowd of 700 in Charlotte, 
N.C., had dwindled, Mecklenburg 
County commissioners voted to rid their 
community of "perverted forms of sexu- 
ality. " The 5-4 decision stripped the 
county Arts and Science Council of 
$2.5 million in public money that was to 
be used to fund various arts groups. 

The controversy started last year 
when the commissioners objected to a 
production of Angels in America — a 
Pulitzer prize- and Tony award-win- 
ning play about AIDS and gay life. Dis- 
satisfaction with the arts council in- 
creased before the April 9 opening of 
Six Degrees of Separation, also a gay- 
themed play. An early version of the 
resolution explicitly targeted art relating 
to homosexuality, but now the commis- 
sioners themselves will vote annually 
on which projects to fund. And thanks 
to the resolution, in the future commis- 
sioners will automatically deny funding 
to arts that "promote, advocate, or en- 
dorse behaviors, lifestyles, and values 
that seek to undermine and deviate 
from the value and societal role of the 
traditional American family. "

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Gay moms have happy kids 



It may seem unlikely to Christian 
fundamentalists and some fami- 
ly-court judges, but lesbian 
mothers do raise emotionally 
healthy and well-adjusted 
children, according to three 
studies, all released April 
3. In fact, one study sug- 
gested that nonbiological 
lesbian mothers spend 
more time with their 
kids than do fathers in 
heterosexual couples. 
A researcher from the 
Netherlands reported 
that in comparing 15 
lesbian couples with 41 het 
erosexual couples, 90% of the les- 
bian coparents assumed the child- 
raising tasks, while only 37% of 
fathers took an active role. The stud- 
ies, presented at the national meet- 



ing of the Society for Research on 
Child Development, compared chil- 
dren up to age 9 being raised by les- 
bians and usually conceived through 
artificial insemination with 
children being 
brought up in 
a heterosexual 
environment. Re- 
searcher Charlotte 
Patterson from the 
University of Vir- 
ginia reported that a 
mother's sexual orien- 
tation does not seem 
to affect children's be- 
havior, saying, "When 
you look at kids with 
standard psychological assess- 
ments, you can't tell who has a les- 
bian parent and who has a hetero- 
sexual parent. "

After months of speculation about 
who would succeed Patsy Flem- 
ing as director, the Office of Na- 
tional AIDS Policy got a new leader on 
April 7: Sandy Thurman, a member of 
the Presidential Advisory Council on 
HIV/AIDS and former executive direc- 
tor of AID Atlanta. Although Thurman 
promised in a White House ceremony 
to "counteract the devastating effects 
that homophobia and racism continue 
to have on this epidemic," not every- 
one was pleased with the selection. 

Some activists complain that Thur- 
man — the third person to hold the po- 
sition of AIDS czar and, like her prede- 
cessors, a straight woman — lacks the 
firepower to make the office work. "I 
want someone real in that job," said 
Steve Michael, a member of the Wash- 
ington, D.C., chapter of the direct- 
action group ACT UP. "It's absolutely 
impossible she will evolve to that." 



NEW WINDY CITY BISHOP 

Pope John Paul II's effort to re- 
inforce conservative doctrine 
in the United States produced 
a fresh face April 8 when he chose 
Archbishop Francis 
George for the pow- 
erful post as head 
of the Roman 
Catholic Church 
in Chicago. Al- 
though George is 
widely described 
as conservative, 
he did oppose 
an antigay bal- 
lot initiative in 
Washington State when he was the 
bishop of Yakima, describing discrim- 
ination based on sexual orientation 
as "wrong." Still, George is expected 
to tilt more to the right than his pre- 
decessor in Chicago, Joseph Cardinal 
Bernardin, one of the church's most 
influential moderates.

With lesbian performers and athletes leading the way 
out of the closet in the entertainment industry, can 
gay male icons be fer behind?

w 



hen the cultural histo- 
ry of the 1990s is 
written, it may be 
known as the era of 
the lesbian icon. Be- 
ginning with k.d. 
lang's coming-out in 1992, the enter- 
tairmient industry has seen the emer- 
gence of a constellation of openly les- 
bian performers, most notably rock 
superstar Melissa Etheridge and televi- 
sion actor Amanda Bearse. With Ellen 
DeGeneres now joirmg their ranks, the 
power of the icon only grows. Here, 
after all, is someone who carries a net- 
work series through the charm of her 
own quirky personality. Not many en- 
tertainers with that kind of influence 
and visibility have had the balls to say 
publicly, "I'm gay." 



Least of all, it appears, gay men. 

Lost in all the hoopla over the coming 
out of DeGeneres and her character has 
been recognition of how few men have 
come even close to occupying a similar 
position. With so many high-profile les- 
bians in the entertainment industry, it's 
fair to ask: Where are the men? 

"It seems to be the last taboo," says 
Leonard Maltin, a film critic for TV's En- 
tertainment Tonight. Even some actors 
who may be identified as gay because 
they consistently play gay or effeminate 
characters have been unwilling to dis- 
cuss their own sexual orientation pub- 
licly. And certainly, says Maltin, "men 
who play nominally or presumably het- 
erosexual roles still feel great risk about 
coming out." 

It's not, of course, that there are no 



openly gay male entertainers in the 
'90s. There are, for instance, British ac- 
tors such as Sir Ian McKellen and Nigel 
Hawthorne — superb craftsmen whose 
standing rests on the appreciation of a 
select but nanow audience. Even in the 
less rarified sphere of American popular 
culture, due credit must go to such 
brave exceptions as Dan Butler, a regu- 
lar on the NBC sitcom Fiasiei, and 
Mitchell Anderson, who has a recurring 
role on the Fox series Paity of Five. 

But the exceptions, on closer exami- 
nation, prove the rule. Only one out gay 
male performer has achieved icon sta- 
tus: Elton John (another Briton). And 
John, whose definitive coming-out 
statement came relatively late in his ca- 
reer, stands on a lonely pinnacle where 
others have refused to join him. ^

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not tal<e the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor's care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 



What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN Is an oral capsule used for the treatment of adults witti HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus) 
when therapy is warranted. HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency 
syndrome). CRIXIVAN Is a new type of HIV drug called a protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRDOVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV, It may tielp lower the amount of HIV in your body (called 
"viral load") and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. 

CRIXIVAN may be prescribed alone. CRIXIVAN may also be prescribed with other anti-HW drugs such as ZDV 
(also called AZI), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T, CRIXIVAN works ditferently from these other anti-HIV drugs. Talk 
with your doctor to see if you should take CRIXIVAN alone or virith other anti-HIV dmgs. 
CRIXIVAtJ has been studied in adults. It has not been studied in children and adolescents. 
Hm should I take CRIXIVAN? 
There are six Important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CDIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN unless 
your dxtor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from 
the very start. To help make sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take "dmg holidays. " 
If you don't take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced (due to resistance), 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 liours around the clock, every day. It may be easier to remem- 
ber to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. If you have questions about when to take 
CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your missed dose immediately. 
Then lake your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed 
dose of CRIXIVAN at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such as skim milk, juice, 
coffee, or tea. 

5. ideally, take each dose of CRiXiVAN without food but with water at least one hour before or 
two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a ligM meal. Examples of light meals include; 

• dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim milk and sugar if you want) 
■ corn flakes with jkim milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, fal, and protein 

(for example - a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can 
interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. Drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquids (preferably water) throughout the day, every day. 
CRIXIVAN has caused kidney stones In some patients. By having enough fluids in your body you 
may help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if 
you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN IS not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infections or other condi- 
tions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for you to remain under the care of a doctor. 
It IS not yet known whether taking CRIXIVAN will extend your life or reduce your chances of getting other ill- 
nesses associated with HIV. Information about how well the drug works is available from clinical studies up 
to 24 weeks. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk o f passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 

contamination. 

Who should not take CRIXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your dxtor if; 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN, We do not yet know how 
CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor about; 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including non-prescription medicines.

Vlfhat are the possible side effec t s of CRIXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a complete list of side 
effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this page 
alone for information about side effects. Your dKtor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 
Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN In clinical studies devetoped kidney stones; this occurred 
in about 4% of patients. Drinking at least 6 glasses of liquid each day may help reduce the 
chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney 
pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in approximately 10% of 
patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person 
may develop yellowing of the skin and/or eyes. 

In clinical studies, side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients Included: abdominal pain, fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss of appetite, dry 
mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Other side effects occurring in 0.5%-2% of patients in clincial studies 
included; sleepiness, fever, indigestion, excessive gas, muscle pain, leg 
pain, anxiety, depression, decreased skin sensation, itching, and painful 
or difficult urination.

This provides a summary of information about CRIXIVAN. If you have any questions or concems aljout either CRIXIVAN or HfV, talk to your doctor. 
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Insiders say there certainly are clos- 
eted gay men among the ranks of top- 
rated entertainers in their prime. But so 
far they have not followed the lead of 
their female counterparts, despite the 
evidence that coming out has done 
nothing to hurt the popularity of lesbian 
stars. The perception is that male enter- 
tainers face an entirely different set of 
consequences, based on an entirely dif- 
ferent set of barriers and taboos. 

"I think that might be the conven- 
tional wisdom," says Anderson. 
"Maybe it's true. I hope it is not, thank 
you very much." 

But if those barriers and taboos really 
do exist, what are they? In Butler's 
words, "It's all the old stuff." 

The list of questions gay male enter- 
tainers ask themselves about coming 
out is practically endless, says Butler: 
"What will it do to my public? What 
does it say about my masculinity? Am I 
just killing myself as to future jobs be- 
cause of all the discussions that will 
happen in back rooms between produc- 
ers and directors?" 

Underlying all those questions are 
basic assumptions that society makes 
about men and about gay men in partic- 
ular—assumptions that are far different 
from those made about women and 
about lesbians. 

"Gay men are seen as abdicating 
their masculinity, opting out of the 
power role," says David Ehrenstein, a 
film critic cunently writing Open Secret: 
Hollywood Homosexuality and the Clos- 
et, a book about gay life in Hollywood to 
be published next year. That perceived 
loss or rejection of masculinity is regard- 
ed, Ehrenstein argues, as both con- 
temptible and dangerous. 

By contrast, says Betty Berzon, a les- 
bian therapist and author in Los Ange- 
les, "lesbians are less of a threat to soci- 
ety at large." Indeed, says Berzon, 
lesbians find their orientation less of a 
threat to themselves than gay men do. 

"Men are socialized to believe that 
masculinity is so closely associated 
with sexuality that to do something 
that is about your sexuality is a com- 
ment on your masculinity," she says. 
(Berzon's point is underscored, some 
would argue, by the fact that lesbians 
are now sometimes portrayed in popu- 
lar media as feminine, yet the same 
media almost never concede the exis- 
tence of masculine gay men.) "Men's 
roles are much more rigidly defined in 
this society than women's," says 
Berzon, "so sometimes women can 
make changes that men can't."

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Nowhere does that awareness of sex- 
ual roles carry more weight than in Hol- 
lywood. While the assumption seems to 
be that the danger for a gay man com- 
ing out lies in the reaction of his fans, 
"it's a good question," says Maltin, 
whether the real peril might not come 
from the power brokers — still, for the 
most part, straight men — at the studios. 

"People always say that men are the 
decision makers in this tovm, " says An- 
derson. "That may be true, and the idea 
of two men having sex is a bit too gross 
for them to handle." 

That's not equally true of lesbian sex, 
says Michelangelo Signorile, author of 
Life Outside and other books about gay 
life. "Men having sex with each other is 
much more threatening to most men 
than women having sex with each 
other," he says. "To many men, the 
next step after the idea of men having 
sex is those men coming after them. " 

Perhaps for all the wrong reasons, 
straight men do not look at lesbians in 
the same light. "To straight men, two 
lesbians is at the most something that 
doesn't matter or at the other extreme 
something sexually arousing," says Sig- 
norile. "On some level for them there's 
something erotic about lesbians and 
something very scary about gay men. " 

"Straight men can be titillated by two 
women," agrees Butler. "Also, women 
are not as upset about it. " 

And while female actors may be ex- 
pected to fulfill stereotypical roles as 
sex objects, male characters are more 
consistently required to be heterosexu- 
ally driven, even in roles other than ro- 
mantic leads. "In the movies," says 
Signorile, "even the nerdy guy has to 
get laid." 

While coming out of the closet may 
pose a greater threat to men than to 
women, staying in offers advantages to 
men that it does not offer to women. If 
the decision makers are all straight 
men, a gay man who keeps his mouth 
shut will look like he belongs to the 
same club. 

"With gay men it's a question of giv- 
ing up my privileges in society by com- 
ing out, because by staying closeted 
they have all the privileges of men, " 
says Signorile. "Lesbians, as women, 
even if they're closeted, don't have 
those privileges." 

"Men are always more important in 
the entertainment industry," says 
Berzon. "Women have to work harder to 
be a success." Forced to confront sex- 
ism, lesbians may decide to confront the 
closet as well. ^

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AIDS, which has 
forced some gay enter- 
tainers out of the closet, 
has also reinforced the 
stigma attached to gay 
male sexuality by associ- 
ating it in some people's 
minds with illness and 
death. Rock Hudson and Freddie Mer- 
cury presented the unpleasant specta- 
cle of coming-out-as-obituary. And since 
Hudson in particular was the first major 
Hollywood figure to come out, the 
process was tainted from the outset. 
Matters have hardly improved since: 
When Olympic medalist Greg Louganis 
came out in 1995, for example, as much 
attention was paid to his HIV-positive 
status as to his orientation. 

Such pressures do nothing to help 
a notoriously insecure group of peo- 
ple surrounded by a retinue of man- 
agers, agents, and hangers-on who 
are both dependent upon their 
clients' success and intent on bolster- 
ing their egos. "People are constantly 
telling you what kind of image to pro- 
ject," says Ehrenstein. "People tell 
you how transcendent you are, how 
you can walk on water. They're also 
telling you, 'Listen to me, darling, 
stay away from it.' " Unlike lesbian 
performers, many closeted male per- 
formers shun contact with other gay 
men, further cutting themselves off 
from any sense of reality. 

In this surreal world, the word gay 
takes on terrible connotations. Even 
performers who have talked about 
their attraction to other men refuse to 
use the word itself. "The fact that a lot 
of my songs are gender-unspecific and 
that my image as a pop singer is not 
your typical Robert Plant with my fist 
punching the air— that, to me, is 
enough of a statement for anyone," 
Michael Stipe, lead singer of R.E.M., 
said in an Advocate interview in 1991. 
"It's a much broader statement than 
picking one of those labels and saying, 
'This is what I am.' I like the idea that 
people are sexual without having to at- 
tach the prefixes. " 

Closeted gay male entertainers can 
always make the argument, of course, 
that they are under no obligation to 
come out. Butler defends that point of 
view, saying people may be wasting 
time in fretting about the subject. "We 
jump so much to make it an onus that 
someone hasn't come out," he says. 
"Maybe it's not a big thing to those peo- 
ple. Maybe it's not an issue." 

But in the meantime, the status quo

continues to perpetuate itself. "If we 
keep repeating the conventional wis- 
dom, it will always be true," says An- 
derson. "I prefer a new vision." 

DeGeneres's coming-out may pro- 
vide a spur to some of her male col- 
leagues. "It couldn't hurt," says Maltin. 



"I think it all leads in a 
healthy direction." 

It could take some time, 
however, before a gay man of 
DeGeneres's stature — or 
lang's or Etheridge's — decides 
to follow their footsteps. "No

first," says Ehrenstein. Still, he believes, 
the line is bound to be crossed.

"Apple- 
white's sexual views apparently played 
a role in his unusual beliefs, " said re- 
porter Gailon Totheroh on Robertson's 
television show.

his sexual drives, as if to warn society 
what its oppression of homosexuality 
can do. "I call upon the news media to 
expose the true fartors which led to the 
tragedy: one man's denial and repres- 
sion of his God-given sexuality and, on 
a greater level, society's rejection of 
and hostility toward gay men and les- 
bians," said the Rev. Troy Perry, 
founder of the Universal Fellowship of 
Metropolitan Community Churches, in 
a statement released April 2.

nity than in the straight community. 
That has been well-dcxnimented." 

People tend to get involved in cults 
when they are at a point of vulnerabili- 
ty in their lives, says Arthur Dole, a 
professor emeritus of psychology at the 
University of Pennsylvania and a board 
member of the American Family Foun- 
dation in New York, which studies cul- 
tic groups. "So if someone is unhappy 
being gay, that might be a point of vul- 
nerability, and a cult may present the 
solution," he says. He also notes, how- 
ever, that many ex-cultists say they 
went into a cult soon after going 
through divorce, yet "no one is saying 
divorce causes people to go into cults. " 

And some experts feel gays and les- 
bians may be even less vulnerable to 
cults than the general population.

"Most cult groups are very stringent 
about sexuality," says Marcia Rudin, 
director of the International Cult Edu- 
cation Program in New York City. 
"People who join them are looking for 
rigidity, not the freedom you would 
imagine most gay people would really 
want." Furthermore, she says, most 
cults have historically been very hostile 
to gays Euid lesbians: "It's not like cults 
are looking for diversity. " 

Despite the personal circumstances 
surrounding Applewhite and Heaven's 
Gate, says Rudin, "the picture that's 
being painted here is unfair. The gay 
issue is deflecting from other problems 
this man had. Being gay, even troubled 
about it, simply is not what turned this 
man into a cult leader. " ■

hen the Senate 
came within one 
vote of approving 
the Employment 
Non-Discrimination 
Act in 1996, gay 
lobbyists declared 
that it was no longer a question of if 
antigay discrimination in the work- 
place would be outlawed but when. 
Now, though, with both houses of Con- 
gress and their Republican majorities 
no more disposed to the legislation, its 
prospects appear dim, leaving activists 
seeking new GOP inroads. 

"The current climate on the Hill is 
inhospitable to civil rights legislation of 
any kind, especially gay rights," says 
Norman Orenstein, a congressional 
scholar at the American Enterprise In- 
stitute, a policy-research group. "In a 
time of low unemployment, Americans 
are not seeing people suffer from job 
discrimination. So even potentially 
sympathetic legislators are asking, 
'Why bother?'" For a federal gay rights 
bill to have a fighting chance in Con- 
gress, Orenstein says, "a lot of things 
will have to change, including the ma- 
jority party." Still, the bill's House 
cosponsors, Barney Frank (D-Mass.) 
and Christopher Shays (R-Coim.), and 
Senate cosponsors, Edward Kennedy 
(D-Mass.) and James Jeffords (R-Vt.),

were scheduled to introduce ENDA be- 
fore Congress by the end of April. 

Drafted in 1994, ENDA marked a his- 
toric shift in strategy for achieving gay 
civil rights. For the previous 20 years 
activists had sought general civil rights 
protection for gays. But in response to 
polls suggesting that voters are more 
likely to support specific job protections 
than broad safeguards, ENDA's spon- 
sors focused only on workplace discrim- 
ination. The bill is worded so that it 
would prohibit sexual-orientation dis- 
crimination in workplaces with more 
than 15 employees; there are certain 
exemptions for religious organizations. 

ENDA's language did, in part, help 
bring it to a vote. But the bill's surpris- 
ing showing last year was due largely 
to the proposal of the Defense of Mar- 
riage Act, which bans federal recogni- 
tion of same-sex marriages. Gay lobby- 
ists pushed, with Senator Kennedy's 
help, to have both bills voted on simul- 
taneously in the Senate. The strategy 
was to juxtapose ENDA with the 
volatile issue of same-sex marriage so 
that the more benign bill might seem 
less threatening. 

In fact, the tactic almost worked. 
While the antigay DOMA passed easi- 
ly, 85-14, ENDA lost by the slimmest of 
margins, 49-50. ENDA might even 
have prevailed if Democrat David ► 
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Pryor of Arkansas, ai)sent because of 
his son's cancer surgery, had voted 
for it as he had promised. On the day 
of the vote, September 10, Vice Presi- 
dent Al Gore was prepared to return 
to Washington from a campaign 
swing through Pennsylvania to cast a 
tie-breaking vote in favor of ENDA. 

"DOMA served as a stop-loss 
order for members of the Senate," 
says Frank. "In the past they always 
feared that if they voted for gay 
rights they would be accused of sup- 
porting a much broader gay agenda. 
When they voted for DOMA and 
ENDA, they could go home and say, 
'Don't tell me I voted for the gay 
rights agenda. I voted to ban gay 
marriage.' Members don't have this 
kind of cover this year. " 



even more. As recently as last year it 
was unthinkable that we would have 
gotten 49 votes in the Senate." To 
win new Republican converts and 
avoid antigay amendments attached 
to the bill, she says, "we have to 
reach out to Republicans in order to 
raise their comfort level." 

The HRC poll, though, may paper 
over some important distinctions. A 
November 1996 Gallup Poll found 
that when asked if "homosexuals 
should" be hired for a variety of oc- 
cupations, support ranges from 90% 
for salesperson to only 55% for ele- 
mentary-school teacher. William 
Schneider, a political analyst for the 
American Enterprise Institute, says 
that while Americans are indeed sen- 
sitive to employment discrimination, 



election, many members may choose 
to shy away from the Family Re- 
search Council's rhetoric as well. 
Rich Tafel, executive director of the 
gay group Log Cabin Republicans, 
says even some well-known congres- 
sional conservatives are seeking to 
avoid the taint of zealotry. 

In late March, for instance, Tafel 
held a warm meeting with aides to 
Rep. John Linder (R-Ga.), the power- 
ful chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of the National Republican 
Congressional Committee and a Gin- 
grich ally. "In a fuimy way Republi- 
cans are looking to Log Cabin as in- 
oculation against extremism," Tafel 
says. "They want to be able to go 
home and say, 'I worked with a gay 
group; how extreme could I really

In the House, where support is al- 
ready far short of the numbers neces- 
sary for passage, ENDA's chances-are 
further damaged by ongoing warfare 
among Republicans. Angry at speaker 
Newt Gingrich because of his retreat 
from tax cuts and from his pledge to 
eliminate the National Endowment for 
the Arts, the Republican right wing 
has threatened to mount a challenge 
to his leadership. "Gingrich will try to 
keep the Right at bay by feeding them 
homophobia," says Frank. "ENDA is 
red meat in this battle. " 

To address the obstacle presented 
by congressional conservatives, gay 
lobbyists will try to make the case 
that the Republican Party is out of 
step with the mainstream of Ameri- 
can voters. A November 1996 exit poU 
conducted by Greenberg Research 
Inc. and commissioned by the Human 
Rights Campaign, a gay political 
group, indicated that 70% of voters 
oppose employment discrimination on 
the basis of sexual orientation. Sup- 
port for ENDA in particular increased 
from 55% to 63% when voters were 
informed that such discrimination is 
legal in all but nine states. 

"Republicans realize that numbers 
are moving in our direction," says 
Wirmie Stachelberg, legislative direc- 
tor of HRC. "We have made progress 
in both the Senate and the House, 
and this year we expect to make 



their support still depends on the 
type of employment in question. 

"When people are asked in the ab- 
stract whether they oppose discrimi- 
nation in the workplace, especially 
when you are talking about lawyers 
and accountants, they don't have a 
big problem," Schneider says. "But 
when it comes to jobs with more per- 
sonal contact, like teachers, it gets 
very comphcated very quickly. That 
allows opponents to bring up ex- 
treme cases to shoot down the legis- 
lation as a whole." 

It is precisely these weaknesses 
that right-wing pressure groups, still 
reeling from the unexpected support 
for ENDA last year, will exploit. In 
February the Family Research Coun- 
cO, an ultraconservative fund-raising 
group based in Washington, D.C., dis- 
tributed "The Other Side of 'Toler- 
ance': Victims of Homosexual Ac- 
tivism" to every member of Congress. 
The 49-page report, which chronicles 
31 allegations of anti-Christian bias in 
the workplace, asserts that what "ap- 
pears to be a harmless gesture of 'tol- 
erance' toward homosexuals in the 
workplace actually is a mighty 
weapon against employers who 
would no longer be allowed to take 
their most deeply held beliefs into ac- 
count in personnel matters." 

But after the drubbing some right- 
wing legislators took in the 1996 



be?' That's a lot different from when 
we arrived here four years ago. " 

Frank agrees that there have been 
subtle climatic shifts. Two years ago, 
he says. Representative Shays polite- 
ly declined his request to cosponsor 
ENDA. "Chris has been attacked in 
his district for being too close to Gin- 
grich," he says. "Though he's always 
been supportive, he now feels com- 
fortable asserting his independence 
by taking a more visible role on gay 
issues. Republicans have lost the rev- 
olutionary fervor of two years ago." 
Seth Amgott, press secretary for 
Shays, puts it this way: "[President] 
Lyndon Johnson needed votes from 
Northern Republicans to pass the 
great civil rights legislation of the 
1960s. Chris knows that ENDA will 
also require Republican votes for pas- 
sage, and he wants to make sure that 
happens some day." 

If gay lobbyists can keep the debate 
focused on the need to address anti- 
gay discrimination and avoid a shout- 
ing match with the Right, Tafel says, 
that day may come sooner than some 
skeptics predict. "I don't want to wave 
the flag of victory prematurely, " he 
says, "but the debate on both sides is 
getting both more concrete and so- 
phisticated. In the long run that can't 
help but pay dividends." ■

If states are the 
laboratories 
where the na- 
tion's public-pol- 
icy ideas are 
tested, the results of 
nine experiments await the attention of 
those crafting the federal Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act. One experi- 
ment, in Wisconsin, has been under 
way for nearly 15 years, while the oth- 
ers are of more recent vintage. And al- 
though state and local laws banning 
discrimination based on sexual orienta- 
tion differ in their coverage, two themes 
recur: They work — for some people. 
And they are not used very often. 

In Wisconsin just 41 complaints of 
antigay discrimination were filed in 
1983, the first year the law was in ef- 
fect. The number rose in the next few 
years but has stabilized at just over 100 
cases a year — a tiny proportion of the

4,000 discrimination 
cases filed in the state 
each year, says LeAn- 
na Ware, director of 
Wisconsin's Civil 
Rights Bureau, which 
enforces the law. No one knows why 
the figures are so low. Ware says fear 
of coming out publicly may play a role. 
"Some people think it's not worth it to 
go through the agony of filing a com- 
plaint," she says. 

Jane Schaaer, an associate professor 
of law at the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison who specializes in sexual-ori- 
entation issues, says the very existence 
of the law may have caused some em- 
ployers to clean up their acts. "Publiciz- 
ing the law and encouraging voluntary 
compliance," she says, "is an important 
ingredient. "

plaints. Vermont's law took effect in 
1991, but it took nearly a year for the 
first complaint to be filed, says Seth 
Steinzor, the state's assistant attorney 
general for civil rights, whose agency 
handles discrimination complaints 
against private employers. As of mid 
January, he says, just 17 sexual- 
orientation cases had been filed in the 
state's history, although the total job- 
discrimination caseload runs between 
110 and 150 a year. 

The proportion of discrimination 
cases that involve sexual orientation is 
similar to that in other states: 3% in 
Rhode Island last year, 2.7% in Min- 
nesota, 2.7% in Hawaii, 1.2% in Con- 
necticut, and 0.7% in New Jersey. 
(Massachusetts and California were 
imable to supply statistics.) But Ware 
says the low numbers could be turned 
into a plus for END A: "In a way, the 
fact that there's not a huge caseload is 
an argument for the bill in some peo- 
ple's eyes, because there's not going to 
be a huge expenditure to enforce it." 
And that exact argument is being 
made, says Winnie Stachelberg, leg- 
islative director for the Human Rights 
Campaign. "We have used the state 
laws and the experience of those 
states," she says, "to demonstrate that 
litigation has not increased." 

However, the low number of cases 
might also indicate that taking advan- 
tage of the laws is challenging. When a 
complaint is filed, its chances of suc- 
cess depend on the evidence backing 
it up. And that can be hard to find. 
"Most cases of discrimination are sub- 
tle — you feel as though you didn't get a 
raise or didn't get a promotion because 
of a person's bias. But that's hard to 
prove," says LesUe J. Brett, former 
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California 


NA* 
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chairwoman of the Connecticut Com- 
mission on Human Rights and Oppor- 
tunities. What is needed in discrimina- 
tion cases is strong circumstantial or 
direct evidence, according to Jon 
Davidson, supervising attorney with 
the Lambda Legal Defense and Educa- 
tion Fund office in Los Angeles. Or as 
he puts it: "Someone who has had a 
slew of good reviews... then the day 
after a person tells the boss that the 
person is gay or has AIDS or is Jewish, 
the person is demoted or fired." 

As an example, Davidson offers a 
high-level executive at Shell Oil who 
was fired in 1985 after copying invita- 
tions to a safe-sex party on the office 
copying machine. (The company says 
he was fired for personal use of the 
copier.) In 1991 Shell was ordered to 
pay $5.3 million to the man, Davidson 
says. Another was a California High- 
way Patrol officer who won more than 
$500,000 after complaining of harass- 
ment from the people he supervised. In 
a case cited recently in The New York 
Times, a former employee of the New 
York Stock Exchange won the right to 
sue for the harassment and firing he 
says he suffered after he told a super- 
visor he is gay. 

But people who try to extend the 
law to cover issues beyond demotion, 
harassment, and firing often face 
tremendous odds. In Wisconsin and 
New Jersey, courts have rejected 
claims that the denial of health bene- 
fits to same-sex partners constitutes 
antigay discrimination. "The law is 
completely meaningless, as far as I'm 
concerned, with respect to an impor- 
tant area of employment," says James 
D. Anderson, associate dean in the 
School of Corrraiunication, Information, 
and Library Studies at Rutgers Univer- 
sity and one of the five plaintiffs in the 
New Jersey case. 

Even in prosecuting the most clear- 
cut cases, the effectiveness of antidis- 
crimination laws can be undermined 
when sexual-orientation complaints 
are handled differently from others. 
One example is California, which 
sends sexual-orientation cases to an 
agency separate from the one that 
deals with other types of discrimina- 
tion complaints. Davidson says, "There 
have been problems with having that 
separate law that I think have also led 
to fewer claims being filed," he says. 
"We have gotten reports of people 
(who handle cases) not really under- 
standing discrimination issues." 

Other examples are in Vermont, ► 
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which has an untested religious ex- 
emption, and Connecticut, which, Brett 
says, denies gay complainants the 
right to go directly to court without 
first filing with the commission. As 
chairwoman of Connecticut's human 
rights conmiission from 1990 through 
1993, Brett, a lesbian, oversaw the ex- 
tension of that state's antidiscrimina- 
tion law to lesbians and gay men. 
Some lessons from that experience 
might prove useful, she says, if the fed- 
eral bill in Congress becomes law. 

One involves the importance of sen- 
sitivity training. Cormecticut's commis- 
sion staff received "your basic couple 
of hours of homophobia training," Brett 
says, but it didn't always sink in. "In a 
few instances when people took cases

to investigators, they felt treated near- 
ly as hostilely as they did in their origi- 
nal complaint," Brett says. For in- 
stance, a lesbian who filed a 
sexual-harassment complaint was 
asked by an investigator how she 
could feel harassed by a man if she 
were a lesbian. 

Few states keep statistics that show 
what proportion of sexual-orientation 
cases are resolved in the complainant's 
favor. One that does is Vermont; of the 
17 cases filed there, five were dis- 
missed as not proved, four were closed 
for "administrative reasons" unrelated 
to their merits, seven remam open, and 
just one resulted in a payment to the 
complainant, according to assistant at- 
torney general Stemzor. Overall, he 
adds, one quarter to one third of dis- 
crimination cases result m a payment. 

And in the end, the success rate of 
cases is only one measure of a law's 
value — and not necessarily the most 
important one, Brett says. "The law 
has flaws in it, " she says of Cormecti- 
cut's statute. But just having it on the 
books "makes a great emotional differ- 
ence. . .a big sigh of relief that says, 'I'm 
protected by a law now.' "■

Like others 
in the thriving business of on-line gay pornography, he knows his 
site is among those that proponents of the Communications 
Decency Act would love to shut down. 

The CDA is a wide-ranging piece of legislation that would also, op- 
ponents say, threaten access to safer-sex information and other 
gay-sensitive material on-line. "But pornography is what they're 
trying to get at," says Johansen. "The furmy thing about that is, 
with any kind of new communications medium, the first thing 
to show up is adult entertainment. That's what everyone 
has an interest in, and that's what makes money. It's 
also the first thing that everyone attacks." 

Implementation of the CDA has so far been 
obstructed by a legal challenge, and the case is 
now being reviewed by the Supreme Court. 
Experts believe the court will uphold an earli- 
er judicial ruling that found the 
CDA unconstitutional, but if the 
decision goes the other way, the 
Justice Department could prose- 
cute violations of the CDA that 
occurred any time after Pres- ^ 
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ident Clinton signed the bill into law 
early last year. If found guilty, Web 
site operators such as Johansen could 
be subject to prison terms of up to 
two years and fines of up to $250,000. 

Meanwhile, the CDA has already 
made an impact on the gay cyberpom 
industry. Before the bill was intro- 
duced, the Web site Badpuppy was 
accessed about 300,000 times a day, 
says operator Bill Pinyon. After the 
bill was signed by Clinton, the num- 
ber of people visiting the site dropped 
by 75% and business remained at a 
low ebb for three months. Pinyon 
thinks customers were scared off or 
assumed Badpuppy wouldn't be able 
to offer any more explicit photos. 

Eventually business bounced back, 
and Pinyon projects that Badpuppy 
will earn $3 million this year against 
$1.5 million in operating costs. Indeed,

erotic Web sites can be. Begun as a 
hobby from Pinyon' s home, the site 
now employs 22 people in a two-story 
office building. "We are keeping a min- 
imum of 400 people on-line, 24 hours a 
day," Pinyon says. "And we're peak- 
ing at about 750 people on-line," the 
maximum the site's capacity allows. 

Ironically, the CDA could be en- 
couraging people to get into the cy- 
berpom business. A key point in the 
law is that "indecent" material should 
be restricted to adults only. The legal 
burden is on the operators of Web 
sites to restrict access by "requiring 
use of a verified credit card, debit ac- 
count, adult access code, or adult per- 
sonal identification number." In com- 
plying with the law, some sites have 
created "authentication walls" that 
require only a driver's license. But 
most have quickly made the leap to 
credit cards — and profitability. 

That's what happened to Kevin 
Beimett, who ran a Web site from his 
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home in Glens Falls, N.Y., that was 
free to all visitors before Congress 
passed the CDA. The site, which ex- 
plained why Bennett came out as a 
gay man at age 21, featured photos of 
naked men. Because of the CDA's 
age-authentication requirement, Ben- 
nett started charging a fee. At first he 
asked for $2. But so many people 
wanted access to his site, called 
Mount Equinox, that his Internet 
server couldn't handle the demand. 
So he switched to a higher-cost server 
and now charges $19 for six months' 
access. Beimett quit his job as a retail 
manager of a toy-store chain to work 
full-time on Mount Equinox. 

"The government forced me into 
charging money," Bennett says. 
"Now I can't not charge money, be- 
cause I have to pay for all the traffic 
[at my site]. There's no way I could

do this for free." 

Bermett, Johansen, and Pinyon are 
all examples of Web site operators 
who have decided it is wise to main- 
tain comphance with the CDA even 
though it is not in effect. Others like 
them go even further. Some identify 
themselves with on-site signs that 
read, adult sites against child pornog- 
raphy or volimtarily submit to ratings 
by the Recreational Software Advisory 
CoimcO, an independent nonprofit or- 
ganization based in Washington, D.C., 
that is trying to introduce a ratings 
system to cover the entire Internet. 

Other sites post signs that encour- 
age parents to use filtering software, 
such as Net Narmy and Cyber Patrol, 
which restricts their children's access 
to adult-oriented material. Most oper- 
ators support the use of such software 
as an alternative to goverrraient regu- 
lation. The CDA alludes to these types 
of filters but doesn't recognize any 
legal responsibility on the part of par- 
ents, a point Pinyon takes issue ^ 
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with. "Parents control what children 
see on television — they should be able 
to control what they see on the Inter- 
net," he says. "I believe Web masters 
like myself should take responsibility 
on our end to make sure children can't 
get to this stuff. But I think the par- 
ents should also take responsibility." 

Even for operators who want to 
comply with the CDA, however, the 
boundaries are not always clear. At 
the Gay Cafe site, visitors must con- 
firm that they are 18 or older and pay 
to access photos. Yet another part of 
the site, the Nifty Erotic Stories 
Archive, is free and requires no age 
authentication. Johansen defends his 
decision to include the stories on the 
site even though some have generat- 
ed irate comments from members. 

"There are stories I don't even like 
knowing are there, that deal with 
bestiality, with urination — ^things like 
that," Johansen says. "I don't particu- 
larly care for that material. But then 
again I'm not the person to censor or 
judge what other people fantasize 
about." Johansen adds that the sto- 
ries don't violate CDA standards be- 
cause they are a form of literature: "If 
that gets threatened, then our coim- 
try has been flushed down the toilet." 
Yet even Johansen's lawyer, Arthur 
Schwartz, a First Amendment attor- 
ney in Denver, worries that the sto- 
ries might be too much. "That's cer- 
tainly something that's getting close 
to the edge," he says. 

Even without the CDA, Web site 
operators would still be subject to re- 
strictions, including the same obsceni- 
ty laws that already apply to other 
media, such as film and magazines. 
Operators of adult Web sites must still 
use models who are 18 or older, get 
their written permission to use their 
pictures, and abstain from showing 
"obscene" pictures, such as photos of 
people having sex with animals. 

What First Amendment activists 
and lawyers object to about the CDA 
is its emphasis on "decency," a far 
looser concept than "obscenity." 
" 'Decency' has never been the stan- 
dard regarding protected speech in 
our country," says Schwartz. "Pro- 
tected speech is measured against a 
standard of obscenity. The two are 
far apart from one another, and laws 
up until now that have sought to reg- 
ulate 'decency' have fallen by the 
wayside. This one will as well." ■

I REMEMBER THE MOMENT WELL. INVITED TO DINNER AT HER 

home by mutual friends, I walked through her door and 
inhaled the ambiance: a beautiful dog elegantly 
stretched on the sofa before me, a roaring fire. I fell in 
love in the kitchen, where she was busily preparing 
that evening's repast, Paella a la Valenciana.

"Nothing you'd be interested in," she 
whispered, then cried, "You have to let 
me do this! It will be an outpouring of 
my feminine side! " 

I was mystified. "Do what?" She 
thrust the letter into my hands. We in- 
vite you to contribute a recipe to our 
cookbook, tentatively titled "Here, 
Queer, With Wine or Beer " Celebrities, 
send us your old family recipes for publication, along 
wntb any memories they may evoke! I laughed. "What 
will you send — Stroganoff a la Jermy Craig? Our old 
family standby. Take-out Pizza?" She stared at the 
ground, and her lower lip began to tremble. "Oh, go 
ahead," I groaned. "You can write the recipe. I'm just 
curious — ^what are you sending?" 

She heaved a sigh of relief and pulled me 
toward her desk. On it were several large 
sheets of rolled parchment and a collection 
of tattered index cards. "You have to re- 
member that my people have been in 
Texas for generations. We're practically en- 
demic to the region." I stared; this was a 
side I hadn't seen since the last family re- 
union, when Uncle Bubba offered to 
butcher a cow for us and my spouse 
enthusiastically asked to borrow 
some hip-waders. "These," she 
said, gesturing proudly toward the 
sheets of parchment, "are a small 
portion of the relics my forefathers 
left in our care." She carefully un 





rolled one and stepped aside, allowing me to admire it 
undisturbed. 

"Here's the recipe," she bragged, shoving a card in 
my face. It began with. Take one large shovel to a 
winding highway, and ended with, Always make sure 
the meat has been well-marinated in direct sunlight. "I 
don't understand," I said. "This parchment has noth- 
ing but long S-shaped blobs and splatters on it." 

"Of course!" she replied, fondling the paper. "This 
is a field guide to collecting the necessary ingredients 
for my family gtmibo recipe." I looked at her, then at 
the parchment. "Honey, what exactly are these 
shapes?" She eagerly traced them with her index fin- 
ger. "This one would be a snake, rattler most likely. 
The one sticking up is an armadillo, this hairy one's 
possum, and so forth. " I scratched my 
head. "But those animals are three-di- 
mensional — these things are flat." 

"Sometimes you Northerners are just 
thick! Of course they're flat; they're 
roadkill." I wondered if this was anoth- 
er of those semantic misunderstand- 
ings we have occasionally, Uke my dis- 
covery that "Isn't that special?" really 
means "You are an idiot" or that the 
Civil War is really called the War of 
Northern Aggression. She unrolled an- 
other parchment titled Roadkill La- 
gniappe, saying, "This is from the Loui- 
siana side of the family. " The shapes were smaller, 
more delicate. "The whiskery thing is probably a 
shrew. The one with splayed feet is a mole of some 
sort." She started reciting titles: Original Texas Chili, 
Roadkill Cordon Bleu, Asphalt Dreams. "Of course, the 
recipes aren't really that hard to follow — the difficult 
part has always been collecting the protein. Oh, those 
suimy afternoons at Grandma's, the whole family 
setting out with nets and scrapers . . . . " 

"You're serious, aren't you?" I asked, hor- 
rified. She grirmed. "I'm thinking of taking 
up cooking again — something to take my 
mind off finals. We could start collecting to- 
gether What do you think?" I sat down on 
the Doberman, who was conveniently drool- 
ing below a pile of unopened parch- 
ment, and murmured, "I think it's a 
wonderful idea for us to have a hobby 
we can share." 

Or as Mr. Lesbian says: "Didn't 
you ever wonder why Texas wrins 
so many clean-highway awards?" 
And that about sums it up. 
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A guide to all that's gay in pop, rock, jazz, and classical

While trend followers possess the instant 
accessibility that enables them to blast 
onto the charts like fireworks and disap- 
pear just as quickly, pop anomalies such as Indi- 
go Girls tend to be the acts with staying power. 
Although they haven't scored a radio or video hit 
since their 1989 major-label debut, Amy Ray and 
Emily Saliers sell records without much main- 
stream media support, while their concerts con- 
tinue to prove why the Georgia-based duo mat- 



flop in the flesh. Indigo Girls improve upon their 
recorded output with a charismatic bond to their 
audience that no amount of hype can buy. 

Since releasing the live double-CD career sum- 
mation 1200 Cuifews two years ago, the pair 
have cut down on touring, preferring to plot their 
next move (and, in Ray's case, oversee her Dae- 
mon record label). The time off has paid off with 
the first studio album to capture both the duo's 
intensity and its subtleties since that 1989 mile- 
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It wasn't just Indigo Girls' own re- 
luctance that kept them in the 
closet longer than their lesbian 
fans might have wished. Amy Ray — 
the dark-haired, deep-voiced harder- 
rockin' one — remembers being asked 
by a reporter back in 1990 or 1991 if 
she was gay and answering yes. 
"Then," she says, "he didn't use it." 

Since they formally came out in na- 
tional print three years ago, the topic 
of homosexuality now seems no big 
deal to Ray or singing partner Emily 
Saliers — ^the blond-haired higher- 
voiced, folMer one. On their new 
album, Shaming of the Sun, the Geor- 
gia natives no longer avoid pronouns 
or resort to subtexts. In "Don't Give 
That Girl a Gun," for example, Ray 
pines, "When I say I love you she 
don't hear me anymore." 

But Saliers, 32, admits she wasn't 
always so relaxed about being out. 
"Part of it was that I didn't want the 
stigma of being a gay musician be- 
fore we were taken seriously as mu- 
sicians. Part of it was fear too. Then 
there just came a point where it was 



like, 'What's the big deal? I've been 
out in my private life forever.' But 
until you get to that point, nobody 
can push you there. And it takes 
some people longer than others." 

Being out has added one more 
plank to the platinum-selling, Gram- 
my-winning duo's activist platform, 
which already includes environmen- 
tal causes, indigenous people's 
rights, and handgim control. Their 
new songs are "more outspokenly 
political in every way," says Ray, 33, 
whose two older sisters are also les- 
bians. "I feel louder about everything 
now. It's more than a coming-out ex- 
perience for me. I never want to be 
quiet again — or subtle." 

The Girls met in their high school 
choir and have sung together ever 
since. By college days (both finished 
at Atlanta's Emory University) they'd 
"come into their beings," as Ray puts 
it. In other words, they'd discovered 
Atlanta's gay bars. "The political as- 
pect came later," she adds, laughing. 

Ray's just recovering from the 
painful dissolution of an eight-year 
relationship, while Saliers is happOy 
ensconced in a "great" 2^-year rela- 
tionship. The two have never been 
lovers, but they maintain a remark- 
able friendship. 

"We have a good balance," says 
Saliers, whose lyrics tend to be 
wordier than Ray's more clipped 
compositions. (They never write to- 
gether.) "Our personalities are differ- 
ent, but it works. We believe in a lot 
of the same things — the important 
things— so that's the glue." ■ 




creative arrangements than its prede- 
cessors, Shaming of the Sun also sounds 
more spontaneous, thanks to — not in 
spite of — its refinements. 

Although Ray's rock leanings have 
pumped up the volume in the past, the 
results have often been strained, con- 
trived. Here the feistier tracks seem as 
effortless as the harmonies that propel 
the quiet moments. The rock in their 
folk is finally as accomplished as the 
folk in their rock. 

The evidence is in the recklessness 
of "Scooter Boys," which rocks out like 
a tune by Midnight Oil, or in the Beat- 
les-like sophistication of "Caramia" or 
in the agonized dynamics of "Cut It 
Out, " which would sound at home on 
a Bob Mould album. Even a lighter 
tune such as "Burn All the Letters" 
has a lot going on— African-influenced 
background vocals, complex rhythms, 
tricky guitar parts. Maybe singing the

parts of Jesus and Mary Magdalene on 
the wacky Jesus Christ Superstar: A 
Resurrection tribute album taught In- 
digo Girls a thing or two about divine 
ambition. 

Although their sometimes convo- 
luted lyrics have put a stumbling 
block in the way of connecting with 
larger audiences, Ray and Saliers 
have grown more direct about mat- 
ters of the heart. They've come out in 
interviews and have hinted at their 
sexual orientation in previous lyrics, 
but here they really do the right thing. 
"It's alright if you hate that way / hate 
me cause I'm different, hate me cause 
I'm gay / Truth of the matter come 
around one day," they sing on "It's 
Alright, " then address women they've 
loved in "Caramia" and "Don't Give 
That Girl a Gun" with a passion as 
unmistakable as their feminine nouns. 
More-radical rock lesbians have ap- 
peared in their wake, but Indigo Girls 
possesses an old-school integrity that 
still has relevance — particularly when 
it's matched with music as close to 
fine as this. ■

Back then, electronic 
music was simply something to which 
homos and teenyboppers danced and 
screamed, and on Cowboy, you can 
practically hear the shrieking.

'em — potentially more than any long-

Erasure's original models. The 
Abba-esque influences are back, 
joined by dramatic melodic flourishes 
that bode well for Erasure's upcoming 
Western-themed tour.

As eloquent in English 
as in German (you can buy the CD either way), 
the artist exhumes 18 choice miniatures by such 
artists as Friedrich HoUaender (of The Blue 
Angel fame). Lemper is especially adept at soar- 
ing with the winds of sexual freedom that blew 
through Germany before 1933; try "The Laven- 
der Song," "Maskulinum-Femininum," or 
"When the Special Girlfriend" and dream of a 
time in which — to paraphrase Cole Porter — any- 
thing went.

people I ever met. He was like an old- 
style queen. In the '70s he was 50, so he 
goes way back. Bob was one of the fun- 
niest motherfuckers in the world. 

Wbat did he do that was so funny? 

He would send me into the theater and 
say, "OK, any guy that looks like Omar 
Sharif, give me the nod." This is how 
we'd kill time during the shows. I'd be 
scoping guys for him. We'd laugh so 
hard, patrons would come out and ask 
us to quiet down. Sometimes all of his 
queeny friends would come by— "the 
girls." We all had names for each other. 
He was Roberta. I was Henrietta. 

You say you never had a problem with 
men hitting on you. 

The only thing I had a problem with 
was a couple of guys who came to the 
movie theater and hit on me repeatedly. 
I didn't have a problem with them being 
gay. It was more a question of them 
backing off. No means no. I'd be stand- 
ing there, and all of a sudden I'd feel 
this hand on my ass. That was rude. 

Do those situations still come up in 
your life? 

I almost got into an altercation the 
other night. I was walking down a 
street near my [Los Angeles] home. I 
get to the comer, and two gay guys 
are standing next to me. (Well, they 
seemed gay.) The next thing you 



know, we're waiting to cross the 
street, and one of the guys brushes 
into me. It was like a shark smelling 
blood. 

And going in for the kill. 

I said to myself, OK, that was funny. 
Whatever. I'm being cruised... ooh. So I 
walk into the deli across the street, and 
the same guy follows me in. He stands 
by the front door and stares at me, 
which was really rude. He's brushed 
against me, followed me into the store, 
and now he's leering at me. So I 
walked right up to him and said, "You 
got a problem?" I think I surprised him. 
He saw that he wouldn't be able to 
deal with me, so he said no and 
walked out. I was so mad that some- 
one was that rude to get in my space. 
And that's what bugs me when guys 
hit on me really offensively. But it 
wasn't a gay thing at all. It's the same 
thing that women go through on a 
daily basis. 

Over the past decade there have been 
rumors that you are gay. What do you 
think about that? 

Believe me, if I was gay, I wouldn't be 
hiding it. I'd want a date, man. "Yeah, 
you're hot lookin'. What're you doin' 
tonight? Come on! " I'd be like gettin' it 
happening. ■

Composer Samuel Barber's fame 
rocketed after his death in 1981, 
but there were conductors who be- 
lieved in his work while he lived, and 
none was more passionate than the outrageously handsome, indecent- 
ly gifted Thomas Schippers, whose early demise at 47 
in 1977 robbed American music of one of its heroes. 
Fortunately Sony Masterworks Heritage has trans- 
ferred Schippers's glowing Barber collection to CD. 
Recorded between 1960 and 1965 with the New York 
Philharmonic and the Columbia Symphony Orchestra, 
this is still one of the finest anthologies from the com- 
poser. Definitely a best buy. ■ 





inally wailed by the most intense dance 
diva ever, Loleatta Holloway.

In the mid 1980s New York's 
downtown art scene was the 
hotbed of gay creativity. From 
Charles Ludlam's Ridiculous The- 
atrical Company to the Pyramid 
nightclub, gay artists redefined 
notions of gender and sexuality. 
It was during this time that the 
acclaimed saxophonist Roy 
Nathanson had a brainstorm. 

"Watching people experience 
different things about gender 
was some of the most powerful 
theater I've ever seen," says the 
45-year-old musician. "I wanted 
to apply those same ideas to my 
compositions. I wanted to switch 
the roles of instruments." 

In pursuit of his goal, 
Nathanson cofounded the Jazz 
Passengers in 1987. The group's 
latest album. Individually Twist- 
ed, mixes talents including singer 
Deborah Harry 
and gay lyricist 
David Cale. And 
if Nathanson 
describes his 
band's sound as 
a "hybrid" of 
pop and jazz, it's a term he also 
applies to his own sexuality. 

"Straight people aren't as 
straight as they seem, and gay 
people aren't as gay as they 
seem," says the artist, who lived 
with British playwright Ray Dob- 
bins until the early 1990s. 
Although he's been involved 
vnth a woman for the past three 
years, Nathanson adds he has no 
regrets about his gay past. "My 
gay life has freed me up in all 
kinds of ways," he notes. "Some 
of my friends insist I've lost my 
card-carrying membership as a 
gay man, " he jokes. "But I could 
always be lured back. " ■

Killer lesbians 

Sleater-Kinney, Dig Me Out 
(Kill Rock Stars)

When you're an artist who's not 
white or straight or male, you gen- 
erally long for two things: You want to 
create something that reflects your iden- 
tity and at the same time transcends it. 
Sleater-Kinney has done exactly that by 
being aggressively female and pure rock 
and roll without hedging its bets on ei- 
ther side. As a result, this Northwestern 



trio is the first lesbian-identified rock 
band that's loved for being queer and 
butt-kicking by folks who care passion- 
ately about the first category, the sec- 
ond, or both: Without the benefit of a 
major label. Sleater- Kinney's 1996 album 
Call the Doctor finished third in The Vil- 
lage Voice's 1996 critics' poll, an 
achievement that ranked the trio above 
all other rock bands. 

You can hear why folks are so gaga 
over this group on its latest, Dig Me Out. 
The guitars grind and roar, the drums 
pound out rolling rhythms, and the vo- 
cals scream for an audience the an- 
guished lyrics justify.

draft of the screenplay for Streisand's 
Fxirmy Giri— conducted more than a 
hundred interviews with her sub- 
ject's family, friends, lovers, and busi- 
ness associates. We get their take 
(and Streisand's, via previously re- 
leased print and television inter- 
views) on every aspect of the star's 
life as well as some biting and occa- 
sionally quite nasty commentary from 
Streisand's adversaries. Because the 
bare facts of this woman's life are 
well-known, Edwards digs deeper 
and dishes up the story behind the 
story, mining minutiae for fans (like 
the minirevelation that Columbia 
Records didn't want to release the 
record-breaking 
Broadway Album, 
fearing it would 
bomb) as well as 
information for 
Barbra begirmers 
(like the correct 
pronunciation of 
her name — it's 
..'."..V.'.\.'.'.. "Stry-sand," not 
"Stry-surmed"). 
More important for gay readers, 
Edwards doesn't gloss over Strei- 
sand's numerous personal relation- 
ships with homosexuals. The book 
reports candidly on the singer's re- 
sponse to news that her son, actor- 
filmmaker Jason Gould, is gay. As a 
result of that revelation, Edwards in- 
fers, Streisand has become more de- 
voted to creating such gay-specific 
projects as the telefilm Serving in Si- 
lence: The Maigarethe Cammermey- 
er Story and Larry Kramer's AIDS 
play The Normal Heart, which Strei- 
sand plarmed for years to make into 
a movie. (It's deUghtful to read an ac- 
count of the curmudgeonly Kramer 
actually being intimidated by anoth- 
er person, albeit momentarily. 
Kramer reports that "it took a while 
before I felt free to say what I actual- 
ly thought" in Streisand's presence. 
Imagine that.) 

This newest Barbra biography is 
tremendously readable. It provides 

an entertaining showbiz story even 
for readers who may have no special 
interest in Streisand. That's partly 
because Edwards's writing is not 
blemished by infatuation with her 
subject — and also because this biog- 
rapher was wise enough simply to 
set down the facts of a fascinating 
woman's life. ■

HIV Law: A Survival Guide to the 
Legal System for People Living 
With HIV by Paul Hampton Crockett 
(Crown, $12.95) 
Reviewed by R.L Peta 

Nearly 1 million Americans are 
HIV-positive. Because the dis- 
ease crosses so many demograph- 
ic boundaries, its victims differ in 
profoimd ways. But they face the 
same complicated and troubling 
legal questions. Paul Hampton 
Crockett, a lawyer with HIV, pro- 
vides the answers in his easy-to- 
imderstand guidebook HIV Law. 

Surprisingly few books have as 
their primary focus the legal sys- 
tem as it concerns people with 
HTV, and Crockett's entry may be 
the most effective so far. He never 
resorts to bewildering legalese; in- 
stead, he concentrates on simple 
legal strategies and solutions. 

HIV Law covers a lot of medical, 
legal, and psychological groimd, 
simplifying the merry-go-roimd 
ride through a legal system that 
can often complicate an HIV diag- 
nosis. Crockett takes on such is- 
sues as guardianship, how and 
when to name a 
health care 
proxy, and the 
vagaries of "do 
not resuscitate" 
orders. His ap- 
pendixes alone 
are worth the 
cover price: They 
include a glos- 
sary of terms, a 
primer on legal representation, 
and a national resource list. 

Crockett vmtes that most of the 
examples he cites here are the 
real-life experiences of people in 
his life and confesses that the 
death of his lover from AIDS com- 
plications was his inspiration for 
writing the book. His sympathetic, 
human approach to all this daimt- 
ing information makes HIV Law an 
accessible text that's not only in- 
formative but also empowering. ■ 
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urder, betrayal, honor, 
pasta — Mario Puzo's 
The Last Don serves up 
all the Mafia themes we 
expect from the man who brought 
us The Godfather. By now Puzo's 
tales are like old friends, and this 
six-hour extravaganza has a comfy, 
retro feel. Even its billing as a 
"star-studded miniseries event" 
harks back to the network TV 
blockbusters of a decade ago. 

But as Puzo himself has often 
told us, looks can deceive. Based 
on his 1996 novel, The Last Don challenges both 
network TV tradition and the mythology of the 
mob. Here, for the first time, Puzo's universe in- 
cludes a real place for gay people. What's more, 
The Last Don's openly lesbian cast member— k.d. 
lang— is being promoted by CBS as one of the 
more studly stars of this star-studded event. 

Though the film wasn't available at press time, 
Puzo's story goes like this: Domenico Clericuzio 
(Daimy Aiello), a powerful don, wants to take his 
family legitimate. But his daughter (Kirstie Alley) 
falls in love with a son of the rival crime family, 
necessitating a lot of killing and putting that 
dream of respectability out of reach again. 

So where does lang come in? She plays Holly- 




wood director Dita Tommey, who's 
shooting a film starring lovely 
Athena Aquitane (Daryl Harmah). 
When Athena's ex-husband turns 
abusive, Dita leaps into action to 
save the picture. We don't know 
whether she succeeds — but rumor 
has it that lang and Hannah do 
survive to share a dance together. 

Amid all this progress, it's only 
fair to note that CBS has been a bit 
cagey in bringing Dita, and lang, to 
TV. In Puzo's novel Dita is a big les- 
bian, case closed. In the miniseries 
nobody asks, and Dita doesn't tell. Instead — and 
here we suddenly go retro again— Dita is unlike all 
the other women because she's a feminist. 

It's ironic: As fast as lesbians and gay men see 
our own faces in mainstream entertainment, new 
euphemisms spring up to explain us away. But 
then again, with gloriously trashy fare like The 
Last Don, why get huffy? Lang herself may have 
suggested Dita's "feminist" tag when she told 
one reporter, "I took the role of Dita because she's 
exactly like me — a demanding feminist bitch." 
Should lang have said "demanding lesbian femi- 
nist bitch"? Well, maybe next season. ■

he's not. But the Kaflca-esque joyride 
on which the Hudson persona is taken 
in John Frankenheimer's 1966 film Sec- 
onds is almost too on the money. Now 
available for the first time on video, 
Seconds is the story of 50-ish banker 
Arthur Hamilton (John Randolph), who, 
choking on the emptiness of middle 
age, signs up with a secret or- 
ganization that promises him a 
second chance. For a huge fee 
the company fakes his death, 
alters his appearance with 
plastic surgery, and supplies 
him with a new identity, a 
new profession, a new place to 
live, a new life. 

It's nearly 40 minutes into 
the movie when Randolph's 
bandages are removed, revealing a 
dazed Rock Hudson. Transformed into 
a moneyed Malibu artist named Tony 
Wilson, the banker (now played by 
Hudson) struggles to make his new 
life more meaningful than the old one. 
But underneath his impressive new fa- 
cade still beats a conservative, uncer- 
tain heart. At a hippie-style Santa Bar- 
bara wine festival, he can't even bring 
himself to tear off his clothing and 
jump into the vat with liis fellow revel- 
ers. When Tony suffers an inevitable 




personality implosion and is recalled 
by the company like a design-flawed 
Toyota, he has the misfortune of dis- 
covering where the organization gets 
the corpses it substitutes for its new 
clients. 

Although Frankenheimer's ham- 
handed directorial approach makes Sec- 
onds resemble a feature- 
length first cousin of an old 
Twilight Zone episode, the 
movie is nonetheless worth 
seeing for the black-and- 
white camerawork and the 
surrealistic, fun-house-mir- 
ror distortions of master cine- 
matographer James Wong 
Howe, who won an Acade- 
my Award for Hud; Jerry 
Goldsmith's evocatively queasy score; 
and a screenful of aimety-ridden sup- 
porting performances. 

Hudson won the best reviews of his 
career for his utterly convincing por- 
trayal of a stolid, confused, passive 
character who, unable to let himself go 
enough to get a handle on his identity, 
is forced into a confrontation with the 
void. Those who wish to interpret Sec- 
onds as the story of a gay man doomed 
by his inability to come out are more 
than firee to do so. ■

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Last Word Across the great divide 



WHEN IT COMES TO THE MOVIES REFLECTING REAL LIFE, CRITIC 

Pauline Kael once wrote that Hollywood is generally 
about five years behind the times. Occasionally, how- 
ever, the film business catches up. A case in point: 
There are currently several major-studio movies in the 
works (The Object of My Affection and The Opposite 
Sex among them) that explore relationships between 
women and gay men. This phenomenon is occurring 
at roughly the same time I have begun noticing more 
and more gay men venturing out of their exclusively 
male enclaves to form friendships with women. 

Such alliances are not entirely hew, of course. De- 
prived of their own kind, gay men in small towns and 
suburbs have always found women to be sympathet- 
ic, even crucial company. But most urban gay men 
have had only that one special female confidante, sin- 
gle and straight, with whom they chatted on the 
phone and reserved a quiet Sunday supper to ex- 
change hair-tearing stories about their boyfriends. 
Lately, though, gay men seem not only to have more 
women friends, both lesbian and straight, but also to 



group that has tended to remove itself from the birth 
suite but has been forced with crushing speed to be- 
come familiar with the deathbed. 

I would like to think that the strengthening relation- 
ships between women and gay men also have some- 
thing to do with gratitude, particularly toward les- 
bians, whose efforts on the AIDS front have been 
wildly out of proportion to the disease's direct threat 
to them. The importance of this gratitude carmot be 
overstated, given the misogyny that gay men have too 
long directed toward lesbians. I suspect that the 
warm relations will continue as the epidemic changes 
shape: The new bonds are too powerful. (I do not, 
however, foresee integrated gay and lesbian softball 
leagues — although, on second thought, who would 
have predicted that one day the Yankees would have 
regular-season matchups with the Mets?) 

A final explanation for the new mood may have to 
do with children. As long as gay men saw children as 
primarily a women's concern, there would always be 
a potential divergence in men's and women's inter- 




men seem to have more

have integrated them into their wider circle of ac- 
quaintances. Why the evolution? 

One reason is generational. Gay men under 30 
grew up with at least the idea of women as equals in 
the classroom and the workplace and seem more com- 
fortable with the noblest relationship that equality 
confers: friendship. Unlike their predecessors this 
generation came of age at a time when forging a gay 
identity could be accomplished with a less protracted 
period of identity-strengthening withdrawal from the 
mainstream. And when it comes to dealing with a dis- 
approving world, perhaps gay men are realizing that 
women have long had to cope with issues of vulnera- 
bility and violence and have valuable practical knowl- 
edge to impart. 

Another reason for the thaw between women 
and gay men relates to AIDS. In their work as vol- 
unteers and activists and especially in their ca- 
pacity as caregivers, gay men have interacted 
with all kinds of women performing similar roles, 
and these emotion-filled encounters have 
been conducive to friendship. In our cul- 
ture, women, as sisters and mothers, 
still have much more intimacy with 
birth and death, and 
their experience in 
these matters has 
been invaluable to a

ests. But as more men bring children into gay rela- 
tionships and as more lesbians ask gay men to sire 
their offspring, this division may also erode. For proof 
I can offer only my own experience. About ten years 
ago a lesbian couple asked me to help impregnate the 
younger of the women, and I refused, not wanting 
the responsibility. The request so unnerved me that I, 
ridiculously, backed away from my friendship with 
the pair. By contrast when a lesbian asked me to pro- 
vide the same service a few months ago, I felt flat- 
tered, and even though I again declined, the woman 
and I have remained close. 

It would be uiifortunate if in the brave new world of 
human cloning the male became superfluous in the 
breeding process, thus removing one of the latest 
ways in which women and gay men have 
begim to coimect. I would be forced to look 
forward to the next step in reproductive tech- 
nology — the artificial womb — because such 
an advance would subtract women as well 
as men from the physical birth process. If 
the result of that somewhat-frightening 
prospect is to heighten equality be- 
tween the sexes, then perhaps in 
the 21st century 
women and gay 
men will become 
even better allies. 
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
